The rctiucst mndo by u comiaitlce of Cincumati 
women that proprietors of motion picture the- 
aters iii residence diitrictS' provide \\ . t kly or lii 
weekly inatinocs especially for cliiltireii, uiul Unit 
lilms purliciilurly adapted to little folic be pro- 
vided, waa an entirely sensible request. This tlu' 
house muiuigi IS admitti'il. 

The luitorluuttlu iuetor in llie matter is, liow- 
ever, that all of the lilm producers combined do 
not produce a sufficient number ><( eliil.li en "s lilms 
to Inst more tlian a eoiiple of weeks. Loeal man 
agers are simply unable to get these tilms, us eagei' 
as they may be to do ao. 

The pioduelion of niotion pieluri n ls is ;i 
business wliieli has liecoiiir liigidy coiuuiereialize«l. 
oeutimeut plays but a suuiil part in it. I'rodueers 
are not paying much attention to the amoiiut of 
social good they do or uihIo. Ami as eiiildren's 
films iuive not produced quick prolits, Jio one, 
seemingly, lias taken the trouble to cuter tins 
branch of the business as a specialty and develop 
it. 

It is admitted by many ob.sersers tliat the 
"movies" are exerting a tremendous influence 
over the youth of the country. This influenee l)e- 
gins very early. An dit stamls to I'easoii that it 
children arc shown nothing but stories of domostie 
infelicity, crime and fast living, that they will 
only too soon develop an uniienlthy understiindint; 
of life. A very eonsiderabb' responsibility rests 
upon the makers of lilms, and one to which tiny 
ihould be held to account. There should be 
plenty of films for ehildren, of a sane and healthy 
kind. — Timcs-Sta r . 



WHO WILL DO DIRTY WORK? 

At present with seveiiil luillions idle in tli-' I'nit- 
ed Slates, it is not diliieull to liud men to do almost 
any kind of work, but far-seeing employers are not 
unmindful tiuit with the return ol prosperity and 
with u labor sliortage in Europe probable as one 
result of the war, there is very likely to be a se- 
rious labor shortage in this country. Hence the 
question arises: IJow will men be oiitaintd to do 
disagreeable work? In a reeent paper, read be- 
fore the Cleveland Engineering Society, Thomas 
D. West called attention to the strong dislike 
of Amerieans for anytliinir lluif be<,Mini' S and eal 
louses.

Th.> spi'akcr-' .'ainpiiun soon to b.' 
launched ne.xt by tho Keiitu. Ky Illiter 
ary C'ommiaaioB la one in which 12U of 
tho statesmen, cducatora and talaaAed 
orators, men nnd women of the state, 
will .join in a campaign of oratorj- 
against illiteracy. 

There are, perhaps, but two dangers 
to the campaign against illiteracy in 
so far as its interests lie in the supjHirt 
ot the press. The one is that the press 
may grow inert before the task is ac- 
lomplished, and the other that it may 
.liliite or wc.ikeii its ctVorts by adding 
too iiiaiiy other features and other 
phases of the same subject. There are
